A table showing the Lower Mer- 
lon Township and Narberth Bor- 
ough vote by precincts appears on 
page four. 

Republicans maintained their 
traditional' edge over the Demo- 
crats in Montgomery County on 
Tuesday and rolled up majorities 
of 43,000 and more. 

They elected two judges and 12 
major county officials, nine of 
them incumbents. , 

Lower Merion Township, with 
majorities for Republican candi- 
dates ranging from 8,000 upwards, 
led the other townships and bor- 
oughs of the County with its 
heavy G. O. P. vote. 

Republicans carried Narberth 
Borough's three election districts 
by a six to one lead in Tuesday's 
election. 

E. Arnold Forrest, G. O. P. can- 
didate for district attorney, led the 
Republican ticket in the Borough 
over his Democratic opponent, 
Wllinglon H Rosenberry, Jr., 1669 
to 273. Close behind Forrest with 
high votes were John A. S,afore, 
Jr., who was elected Montgomery 
County controller >nd Herbert H. 
Metz, elected cour.ly surveyor. 

The Republican sweep took in- 
to county office two Main Lino 
party leaders. 

Fred C. Peters, Ardmore, was 
elected for his fourth term as 
county commissioner, and John A. 
Lafore, Jr., for his first term as 
county controller. Peters is Mont- 
gomery County's political leader 
and Lafore is chairman of the 
Lower Morion Township Repub- 
lican Committee. 

Lower Merion's 19 election dis- 
tricts gave Peters 10,849 votes and 
Lafore 10,842. "

But there are signs of 
discord; lately I have heard com- 
mentators speak of college football 
as "the minor leagues" to the pros. 
This is probably intended 

more as a boost to the pros 

than a slur on the colleges, but 

Its authors are doing the pros 

no service. 

REMARK ANNOYS 
COLLEGE COACHES 

I have heard some college coaches 
on the subject, and it is one on 




which they speak forcefully. How- 
ever, what they think about it may 
not have a great deal of effect. But 
If the college presidents begin to 
pay attention, something will hap- 
pen. 

Already youngsters have been so 
imprudent as to mention prospec- 
tive pro connections while they are 
still playing college ball, which 
lends weight to the "minor league" 
claim. • Enough of this, and the 
aroma will eventually penetrate 
into that secluded sanctum from 
which the policies and programs of 
the halls of education are adminis- 
tered. 

If once these savants conclude 
that their tax-free fields are being 
used as a spawning ground for 
muscle men, I foresee a quiet tight- 
ening of lips. I can picture a re- 
quest for the code which was drawn 
up during the annual meeting of 
the collegiate officials, which so far 
has been intended to apply only to 
the other fellow, and words some- 
what as follows: 

"Here, now, it's about time we 
really put this thing' into effect 
Miss Hathaway, have Dr. Gimlet- 
Eye and his committee scrutinize 
our athletic rosters and tell him 
this agreement is to be followed to 
the letter, en toto. No more wink- 
ing halfway measures. And let's 
have certain representative subjects 
every student Is required to pass. 
I don't care who is dropped as a 
result" 

Good gosh, that would result 
In college teams made up of 
students and the pros would 
have no dispute as to "which 
would be the better. That is, 
for the two or three seasons 
until they went out of business 
for lack of highly ballyhooed 
rookies.

Haverford High, like Lansdowne 
before it, apparently is marked 
for a miserable, thoroughly unen 
joyable football season this year.
